This petition is being filed pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1 .47(a) due to the fact that one of the 

inventors, Qing Guo, appears to refuse to sign the Declaration for this application.

from DHL showing that Mr. Guo signed for the papers on January 1 0, 2002. However, even after 
the second set of papers was provided to Mr. Guo, Mr. Guo has not signed the Declaration or the 
Assignment for this Application, and given the passage of time and the efforts to date, it is 
believed that Mr. Guo is refusing to sign the papers. 

In accordance with the provisions of 37 C.F.R. §1.1 7(h), the required fee of $ 1 30 is being 
submitted herewith to cover this petition. Also, it is believed that the Patent and Trademark 
Office is still requiring one of the other inventors to actually sign the Declaration on behalf of 
the non-signing inventor, and therefore this petition will be supplemented with a further 
Declaration, signed by one of the three inventors of behalf of the non-signing inventor, Mr. Guo.

This is the case where we are having difficulties obtaining signature on the Assignment and 
Declaration forms from the fourth inventor, who has left Nortel.
